Anglo-Japanese Alliance 


Will Serve Purpose of Preserving the 
Peace of the World 

The Tokio newspaper Jiji, discuss- 
ing the renewal of the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance, brings in the name of the 
United States in a very significant 
manner. It says that any new alliance 
will mean the continuance of Japan’s 
co-operation with the Anglo-Saxon 
race, and friendship between Japan, 
Great Britain and America will be 
universally recognized.. “In other 
words, it will practically be a triple 
alliance designed to preserve the 
peace of the world.” No sensible Jap- 
anese or American”ever thinks of war 
between Japan and the United States, 
the newspaper proceeds, If complica- 
tions should ever occur between the 
two countries, they will surely be set- 
tled by ordinary methods in a man- 
ner satisfactory to both parties. 

The Jiji deprecates any talk of the 
possibility of serious misunderstand- 
ing, and asserts that the wishes and 
intentions of the Japanese are entirely 
friendly to the United States. It 
quotes with much approval ‘the recent 
opinions expressed an Italian 
newspaper to the effect that “Japan 
will maintain a good understanding 
with America, as she has maintained 
riendly relations with Italy and 
France.” This, says the Japanese 
journal, is a true echo of the nation- 
al sentiment. 

The world war has not made the 
position of Britain in the 
Orient very sale, proceeds the Jiji, 
nor hag it caused any noticeable 
change in Japan’s position. Both 
Japan and Great Britain will have to 
feel the menace of a Kusso-German 
alliance, it says, and besides safe- 
guarding the interests of the two 
countries, the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
will serve the purpose of preserving 
the peace of the world. —From the 
Hamilton Spectator.

reducing the breeding of wérk animals 
to a noticeable and almost dangerous 
extent. Farmers are awakening to 
this condition and have-already begun 
planning to raise more horses and 
mules for farm work for future needs. 
The motor bogey for farm work has 
been demonstrated to be a myth. 


A few days ago I attended a sale 
at a 640 acre. farm, which the owner 
has rented and: is teaving: .He had 
been “using “trucks and tractors’ TF 
thought that he had a “horseless” 
farm and mentioned it to him, He 
declared “there is no such thing as 
a horseless farm and never will be. 
I use a tractor, trucks and automo- 
biles, but they do only a small portion 
of the work. There will never be a 
time when successful farming can be 
carried on without horses.” At the 
sale he sold 19 horses and 19 mules 
with which he had been farming. His 
trucks and tractors were mere side is- 
sues. His work geldings brought $225 
to $265 each and his mules from $100 
fgr short yearlings to $247 for work 
mules. 

There was a sale of horses at Pull- 
man, Wash., a short ‘time ago, and 
the average price on 51 head was $445. 
Last week at a farm gale in Idaho 
county work horses brought $325 to 
$415 each. Buyers from Canada re- 
cently shipped several carloads of un- 
broken range horses picked up in Id- 
aho, for which they paid an average of 
$110 per head. Last year they could 
not have been sold for $30 per head. 

Farmers and horsemen are becom- 
ing alarmed over conditions and see 
a serious shortage of work horses in 
the next few years due to the failure 
to bread mares during the past three 
years. "Today there is a greater de- 
mand for good stallions and jacks 
than there has been for five yeate, 
and a united effort is to be made to 
replace the diminishing stock of work 
horses. The fear of the tractor and 
truck have been dispelled and people 
are again turning to the horse. 

A certain lumber company a few 
years ago sold the horses used in the 
lumber yards and logging camps and 
replaced them with trucks and don- 
key engines. For several months the 
company has been buying work hors- 
es to replace the tractors and trucks.

‘Turkish empire. It is easy to criticize 
Great Britain and France because of 
the decision to leave the Turks in 
Constantinople, but it is not so easy

to. prove successful and not prdvoke 
a still more serious ‘situation, and one 
that might have far-reaching , results 
of a disastrous character. However, 
the power of the Turk is destroyed, 
and an end is in sight to the long 
chapter of Ottoman misrule, rapine 
and murder. 


Having been rescued from the dom- 
ination of the Turks by the victorious 
British armies, Palesjine and Mesopo- 
tamia have been entrusted to Great 
Britain to be administered under a 
mandate from the League of Nations,
